(x se ATE in September, 1935, we, the Class of 1939, filed our passports 

BH as passengers aboard the powerful plane, “Luray High,” for a four 

) @M years’ flight to a distant landing field called “Graduation”. After 

our propellers had been swung by the faculty, who were interested in our flight 

to the unexplored regions which lay before us, our plane soared gracefully 
into new and adventurous heights. 


The day was bright, and our hopes were high as we journeyed upward in 
our flight. We had no fear, for we had confidence in our efficient flying in- 
structors——Mrs. Ruth Hamilton and Mr. Edwin Rothgeb. Realizing the length 
of our journey, we elected Amos Cave, Jr., pilot; Clara Shirley, co-pilot; Jane 
Lee Roudabush, hostess; and Ned Strickler, mechanic. 


With these officers in command of our plane, we started for “Sophomore 
Field’”—the first stop for supplies, ete. Our first year was spent in becoming 
better aequainted with our fellow-passengers and studying hard, that in the 
faraway future we might become “licensed pilots”. 


After a pleasant flight of eight months, we landed, without much skidding, 
at “Sophomore Field” where we took aboard some strangers that were seek- 
ing to make the remainder of the flight with us. 


The following September with Kerfoot Sanford as pilot; Theda Logan, 
co-pilot; Jane Lee Roudabush, hostess; and Denver Aleshire, mechanic, we 
set out for “Junior Field”—the next to the last stop on our flight. By this 
time the great majority of us were experienced passengers and had completely 
gotten over the sickening sensation of riding the air waves. A few of our 
number, however, were possessed with the daring desire to jump with their 
parachutes into “Matrimony Field”, ‘Independence Field”, and several other 
fields over which we flew during the year. 


We had several parties aboard our dear old plane, “Luray High,” that 
year which the passengers and the crew seemed to enjoy immensely. 


After another journey of eight months above the clouds, we made a three- 
point landing at “Junior Field” where we partook of the delights of cool 
lemonade, cooler swimming-pools, with an occasional frolic at the “Hi-Way 
Shoppe” and the “Dutch Kitchen”. 


Early in September with our experienced officers—Amos Cave, Jr., as 
pilot; Lois Wakeman, co-pilot; Theda Logan, hostess; and Denver Alishire, 
mechanic—we set out for “Senior Field”, our final landing. On this flight, we 
exerted greater effort to discharge our duties with pleasure to ourselves and 
honor to our plane. A few passengers, who had become very “dizzy” before 
reaching our last landing-field, decided to jump with their parachutes into 
the unknown. The rest of the crew wished them a happy landing and con- 
tinued on their journey. 


After a vacation of three months, we boarded our ship as “licensed pilots” 
and started again on our flight to the long-sought haven, “Graduation”. The 
following officers were in command of the plane: Amos Cave, Jr., pilot; Theda 
Logan, co-pilot; Lois Wakeman, hostess; and Settle Frank, mechanic. Con- 
sulting our radio telephone, we found that there were treacherous storms ahead. 


Conscious of our duties and responsibilities as “licensed pilots”, we did 
our best to make the last mile of our momentous flight the best. 


Near the end of the flight, eleven members of the passengers and crew 
presented “Early to Bed, Early to Rise’, chosen by our flying instructor, Mrs. 
Pearl Berry, as an ideal play for the entertainment of the passengers. 


As we neared our goal, we realized that we had gained invaluable know- 
ledge from our experiences on our flight. We glided safely to the field of 
“Graduation”, and the good ship, “Luray High,” which had so gallantly ridden 
the storms, was placed in the hangar of “Success”. The last night of the trip 
proved to be a great success and one which will linger long in our memories 
of by-gone days. It was then that the “licensed pilots’ wished for each other 
many “happy landings” in the future.
